Cordial terms prevailed between the 
British and French olheers of correspond­ 
ing rank. 
There was no more striking 
instance of this amung the older men than 
that of Sir Colin Campbell and General 
Vinois. The one commanded the Highland 
Brigade at Balaklava, and the other was 
at the head of the nearest French Brigade 
on the highta. 
Although the Scotchman 
could not speak a word of French, nor the 
F'renchman a word of English, they were 
in the habit of breakfasting together every 
Sunday, alternately iu each other’s tents, 
without an interpreter. 
There they would 
sit smiling on the opposite sides of the ta­ 
ble, helping one another to the best of 
everything, but only Baying : 
“ My friend, Vinois !” 
" Jfon ami, Campbell I” 
W hether or not the Frenchman proved 
constant in his kindly feeling is not re- 
oorded; but it is a historical fact that, 
years afterward, on the Scotchman’s death 
as Lord Clyde, a sum was found appointed 
in his will for the purchase of a mourning 
ring to be sent to his “ friend Vinois.” 
Lieutenant Elliot, of the Fifth Dragoon 
Guards, saved the life of Ceneral Scarlett 
by his admirable devotedness. 
A tall Rus­ 
sian officer, perceiving that the officer lead­ 
ing the charge must be of high rank, 
placed himself so as to cut him down when 
he should reach the columu. I leneral Scar­ 
lett, being extremely short-sighted, was 
not prepared to guard his left. 
Elliot, 
who was riding close behind him as his 
aide de-camp, gave his horse the spur, and 
dashiDg past him just as the Russian had 
raised his arm to strike, ran the latter 
throngh the body with such force that 
the thrust went home to the hilt. 
The 
Russian was turned quite round in his sad­ 
dle before tho saber could be disengaged, 
and then he fell dead to the ground. 
General Scarlett recommended him for 
promotion and for the Victoria Cross, on 
account of his distinguished condnct in 
this charge of the Heavy Brigade, but 
neither of the applications was entertained 
by the Horse Cuards, for what reason no 
mortal man can tell. This “ beau sabreur,” 
as he was dubbed by many of his friends, 
received no less than fourteen wounds on 
that ill-fated day. 
After the battle, one 
of his brother-officers went into his tent 
and found him standing before a looking- 
glass. 
“ Halloa, Elliot. 
Beautifying, are you!” 
“ Yea,” was the answer. 
“ I am stick­ 
ing on my noeo. ” 
It had been slashed nearly off his face 
in the melee. 
He was a most agreeable 
and kind-hearted companion, and a very- 
able cavalry officer ; but his modesty never 
permitted him to talk of his services. 
When ( lencral Scarlett’s two recommenda­ 
tions were negatived, Elliot said that he 
could not expect to be rewarded for having 
done only hn duty, and nothing more than 
any other English officer would have done. 
Captain Morris, of the 17th Lancers, 
grievously wounded in the head, was lying 
with his horse’s bridle in his hand, when a 
young cornet of the same regiment, Sir 
George Wombwoll, whose horse had been 
shot under him, ran past him in the vain 
attempt to catch another, which was gal­ 
loping riderless. 
“ Take mine,” said Captain 
Morris. 
“ My riding is over.” 
“ No, no,” answered Wombwell, “ I 
will help you to mount, and yon will get 
back all right.” 
The Captain became 
insensible, and 
Wombwell thinking him dead, got on his 
charger and rode to the lines unhurt. Cap­ 
tain Morris recovered hi3 senseB when some 
CossackB were robbing him. 
He lay still, 
lest they should dispatch him if they saw 
he was alive. 
After they had left him, up 
came an English troop-horse, with his nose 
on the ground, evidently seeking his fallen 
rider. 
Captain Morris took hold of the 
bridle, and contrived to mount the animal, 
which Btood quiet for him to do so. 
Ho 
rode in the direction of our lines, _till the 
horse was killed by a round shot. 
" “ 
rendered him insensible once more. 
When 
he regained conseiousuets, he tried to walk. 
Stumbling often, and sitting down when he 
felt exhausted, he found himself at last be­ 
side the body of an officer, whom he recog­ 
nized as Captain Xolan. 
Knowing thus 
that he must be near the lines, as poor 
Nolan had fallen at the beginning of the 
charge, he summoned up the remains of 
the indomitable resolution for which he 
was noted in the army, and finally stag­ 
gered into the camp of the Light Brigade. 
1 saw him often during his slow recovery 
from his wound, and conceived the highest 
admiration for him. 
He was most de­ 
servedly promoted, and, after the Crimean 
war was over, went with his regiment to 
India, where he died. 
One ia always sorry to hear of the death 
of one’s comrades at 
the front, hut, 
whether it he that it happens so frequently 
that it ends by leaving one callous, more 
or less, or that the uncertainty of one's 
own fate encourages egotistical indifference 
to the fate of othsrs, it is certainly a fact 
that an entrenched camp is not the most 
favorable sphere in the world for the de­ 
velopment of altruism and 
benevolent 
sympathies. 
I recollect the case of an of­ 
ficer, noted for his kind-heartedness and 
affectionate manner toward those around 
him, having to give a message to his fa­ 
vorite aid-de-camp to carry, when the 
latter was struck dead by a round shot. 
“ I must ask you to carry this message, 
said the officer, turning to another aid-de- 
eamp, and explaining 
the 
particulars, 
which he entered into as if nothing un­ 
usual had taken place. 
A n o th e r friend of m in e, a most worthy 


" J a n e ,” he said, “ I think if you lifted 
vour feet from the fire we might have some 
heat in the room.”

RAILROAD ASSESSMENTS FOR 
1882. 


The Califurnia Southern Railroad haa been 
assessed this 
year 
on forty-three miles 
of railroad, roadbed, franchise, rolling stock, 
etc., at $8,500 per mile, and from Ban Luis 
Rey to the end of the track, on roadbed, at 
$1,200 per mile for sixty-three miles. The 
Sonthern Pacific Railroad is assessed by the 
State Board of Equalization for this year 
(on lands that cannot be compared in value 
with those of the California Southern) at 
$10,500 per mils. 
For the year 18*0 and 1881, 
the taxes for which are now in litigation in 
our Courts, the valuation was $18,500 per 
mile. The State Board, therefore, conceden 
by the figures adopted this year that the val­ 
uation for the two years in question was too 
high, as it is quite certain that the property 
is no less valuable than it was two years ago. 
While we have deprecated the resistance 
made to the payment of the tax by the 
Southern Pacific Company, it must be ad­ 
mitted that the tignres giveu 
above con- 
cluaively show that there are two sides to 
this question, and that the “ equal and uui- 
form ” taxation, which the Constitution was 
intended to secure, is not by any means ap- 
The fall 1 parent in the assessment. No one can gaiu- 
say the fact that the new road of the Califor­ 
nia Sonthern, with its fresh equipment for 
business, is worth as much as that of the 
Southern Pacific, which is valued at $2 000 
per mile less. 
It would seem that eveu ap­ 
proximate equality and uniforndty had l«en 
violated in such a discrimination. The Sute 
Board in excusing Itself for its high valua­ 
tions in 1880- L is «aid to admit that when it 
made the valuation it knew that it was forty 
per cent, in excess of the rates at which other 
property was valued for taxation, hut that it 
intended to equalize matters by raising all 
other propf rty forty per cent. 
And it would arpear, under these circum­ 
stance*, and ia view of Its recent action, and 
of the valuation of the California Sonthern as 
stated above, that the propcsition of the 
Sonthern Pacific Company to confe s judg­ 
ment and pay into onr County Treasury taxes 
on the valuation fixed by the State Board 
itself for the preient year, is one that onght 
to lie accepted, both as a matter of good 
policy and of justice. The pleadings in the 
cases at issue cover the ground allowing the 
company to 
show unjust 
discrimination 
against it, and it is pretty well settled that 
under the rulings of the Federal Courts prool 
o.‘ such discrimination would make void the 
whole levy. 
Certain!y those Courts wonld 
not allow of a recovery of more than the 
amount which the testimony of tha members 
of the State Board itself will show in justice 
ought to be collected. 
If the State Board 
has made an error, our county finances ought 
riot to he made to suffor for it.—[San Diego 
Lrninn.

FRUIT 
AND 
FLOWER 
PESTS. 


A meeting of the California .State Horti­ 
cultural Society was held at .San Francisco 
Friday. 
Professor E. W. Ililgard occupied 
tho chair. 
Professor C. H. Dwindle read an iuter- 
eeting p‘ ;* »• on the A uker worm, the in­ 
sect 110 w doing so mucn damage iu Alameda 
and other counties. 
He said that the 
worm was also known as the measuring 
worm and the loopcr, which names are 
given to it from its mode of traveling. The 
caterpillar is smooth-skinned to the naked 
eye, has six true legs in front snd four be­ 
hind, and measures ofT its path, making a 
loop of its body, and then stretching out 
its full length to tako a hew hold. 
It can 
lower itself from a tree by a silken thread, 
and when arriving at the end of the thread 
is often blown by the wind to the next tree, 
sometimes a distance of two rods or more. 
When full grown, the insect enters the 
ground and becomes a chrysalis, to emerge 
lateras a moth. 
The moat destructive in­ 
sect of this type is a winglens female iu the 
moth stage. 
When she emerges from the 
ground she climbs a tree and deposits her 
eggs in crevices and under scales of rough 
bark, lichen, and similar protected places. 
Professor Ililgard said that the American 
chestnut was dying out rapidly all over the 
United States, and no cause could be rea­ 
sonably given for tho decay. 
He recom­ 
mended flowers of sulphur as a destroying 
agent for the parasites which infest the 
gardens, aud considered it an exoelleut 
remedy for mildew on rose bushes. 
Mr. Shinn called attention to the fact 
that the sycamore tree* of this State were 
gradually decaying. 
He had made a mi­ 
croscopic examination of the leaves of the 
species, but oould not ascertain the oauae. 
W. G. Klee, of Berkeley, read a paper 
on medicinal and inseoc powder plant*, 
which referred to the properties possessed 
by camomile, caraway, ginger, marshmallow 
and opium poppy plants. 
He thought the 
caraway eeed could be cultivated with con­ 
siderable profit, and that money could be 
made by growing camomile flowers, which 
now sold in the stores for twenty-five cents 
per pound. 
Dr. Kellogg said that caraway seed could 
be grown extensively on black clay laud, 
and that the plant, he understood, was ex­ 
cellent for stock feed. 
W. II. Jessop requested that the subject 
for the next meeting be “ Dried Fruits.” 
He considered that the drying of fruits had 
been sadly neglected, and that the system 
of placing them upon the market, in nail 
kegs, fish boxes, and other uninviting re­ 
ceptacles, was bad. They should be packed 
properly so as to he made merchantable. 
The .Society adjourned to meet on the 
last Friday in June.

The Board of Trade of Sacramento has 
put on record a protest against the 
continued paralysis of the Placerville Rail­ 
road by judicial process. 
This proteat 
but faintly expresses tlio extent of the 
wrong done to the inhabitants of a large 
and thriving district by this extraordinary 
proceeding. The case indeed is so remark­ 
able that it is attracting attention in other 
parts of the country, and wherever the 
facts have been made known they have 
elicited unqualified astonishment. T he 
Chicago Railway Review of a recent date, 
comments on the situation as being one of 
the most remarkable on record, and cer­ 
tainly this is not an exaggerated character­ 
ization of it. The simple truth is that the 
Placerville Railroad has been rendered 
absolutely useless for more than two years, 
for no conceivable reason, without the 
slightest justification, to the great injury 
of the property, and to the damage of 
thousands of persons to whom the road 
was necessary. No attem pt at explanation 
has ever been made of this moat perverse 
and capricious proceeding, 
The public 
interest has been coolly and persistently 
ignored in the premises. Every consider­ 
ation of prudence, of business sense, of 
public convenience, has been thrust aside, 
and in the face of the obvious fact that 
such a course could only inilict great in­ 
jury upon all the interests involved, the 
railroad has been taken and kept oat of 
use all this time. The Board of Trade 
are certainly justified by the facts in 
saying that the “ failure of the Court to 
“ compel the parties to bring their issue 
4‘ to trial, and to make a release of the 
“ road from ruinous quicscence, is a re­ 
p ro ac h to our judicial system.” Under 
such circumstances in fact the people of 
El Dorado, who have been denied the 
transportation facilities which this road 
was constructed to alTord them, cannot be 
expected to regard the case otherwise 
than as a proof that Courts of Justice may 
be made the instruments of rank injustice. 
After more than two years of futile 
complaint and remonstrance from the popu­ 
lation injured, the Court has at last been 
moved to call on the receiver to show cause 
why he does not operate the road. The 
receiver may very probably answer that he 
is not able to undertake the business of 
operating a railroad. 
Every one knows 
that it is not possible to take up and carry 
•n such an enterprise without large means 
and preparation. Such an answer, however, 
cannot be regarded as in any way satis­ 
factory, for it certainly was part of the 
Court’s duty to see that in putting the road 
in the hands of a receiver it was not ren­ 
dered altogether useless to the public. 
There really was no justification for ap­ 
pointing a receiver in the case, and the 
only effect of that action could be to 
bring everything to a standstill. 
The 
Court has prevented the road from earning 
a dollar for between two and three years, 
and it has at the same time seriously in­ 
jured a whole community. And there is 
not one solitary advantage or gain of any 
kind to be set on the other side of the ac­ 
count. In fact a more wanton, mischiev­ 
ous, and in all respects irrational proceed­ 
ing, has never been recorded. Neither of 
the parties to the suit had anything to 
gain from the destruction of the property. 
The whole value of a railroad depends 
upon its continuous operation. Yet here 
the Court, in a suit to determine the own­ 
ership of such a property, began by de­ 
stroying the property. 
The case is the more remarkable because 
it is impossible to find any adequate or 
rational motive for the procedure adopted. 
No legal point has been gained. No addi­ 
tional guarantee of any kind has been ob­ 
tained. Nobody’s interests have been 
conserved. 
Everybody’s interests have 
been injured. And this is what has re­ 
sulted from the action of a Court of 
Equity. Certainly there is a grim irony 
in the situation which requires no illustra­ 
tion. We should like to have the Court’s 
view of the duties of a receiver in such 
a case. As a matter of fact the present 
receiver has performed no duties. He has 
acted simply and solely as an official ob­ 
struction. But if the object of the Court 
was to stop the operation of the railroad 
(for what mysterious purpose it would be 
uselees to conjecture), it would have been 
much cheaper to have made an order to 
that effect, for then the expense of a sham 
receivership would have been avoided. 
Why it should have been thought proper 
or even permissible to stop the operation 
of the road is, however, unintelligible. It 
would seem that the public have no rights 
which Courts of Equity consider it neces­ 
sary to respect, or even to take into consid­ 
eration. To deprive a community of rail­ 
road transportation for two years has ap­ 
parently caused the Court in this case no 
thought or compunction, and this though 
the deprivation has been wanton, purpose­ 
less, and in all ways mischievous and 
damaging. 
The people of Amador and El Dorado 
and Sacramento counties are aware that 
the Sacramento and Placerville Railroad 
Company has offered to give bonds to any 
reasonable amount, provided they were al 
lowed to perform the service for which the 
road was built. But instead of accepting 
this proposition, which would not have 
prejudiced the case in any way, the Court 
has preferred to let the road lie idle, re­ 
gardless of the wrong done to the people 
by this course. Cases like this, however, 
are not merely productive of loss and 
trouble to the public. They have far more 
grave and dangerous consequences, for 
they engender a contempt for and disbelief 
in the Courts, and lead even intelligent 
men to opinions which menace the sta* 
bility of society. It cannot be expected 
that an act which, if committed by a 
despot, might well have stirred the injured 
communities up to insurrection, can be 
done by a Court of Equity without cre­ 
ating a very profound disturbance of 
the public faith 
in legal tribunals. 
When it is seen that an institu­ 
tion created for the protection and 
relief of the citizen may be employed to 
his injury, and this in the most wanton 
and arbitrary manner, the fact is apt to 
shake th*» general confidence in the law to 
its foundations. 
And it must be said 
plainly that in this caso there does not 
appear to be the faintest suggestion of 
sense or justice on the side of the Court. 
It has done a wrong for which there was 
neither necessity nor reason, and it has 
perpetrated this wrong with a stolidity 
nothing less than amazing. Our Chicago 
contemporary may well say that the 
Placerville Railroad case is “ one of the 
“ most remarkable on record.” It might 
even have ventured the opinion that its 
parallel could not be found in the juris­ 
prudence of this or any other civilized 
country.

The Republican National Congressional 
Committee has sent circulars to all the 
Clerks at Washington, informing them that 
they will be expected to contribute two 
per cent, of th*»ir salary to the campaign 
fund to be used next fall. It is such acts 
of folly and iniquity combined that are 
rapidly disintegrating the Republican 
party, and causing honorable men every­ 
where to doubt whether it is possible to 
purify and reform it again. This is a 
hardy, brutal and cynical repudiation of 
the principles which the party leaders have 
put in their platform, and upon which the 
country was carried for Garfield last year. 
The demand for political assessments is 
made, moreover, almost coincidently with 
the conviction of General Curtis for a 
breach of law in making precisely similar 
requisitions. Thus the National Congres­ 
sional Committee declares itself in opposi­ 
tion to the law, and for a parpóse the 
corruptness of which is undeniable. This 
one fact is calculated to do more harm to 
the party than can be repaired by all the 
assessments levied upon all the men in the 
civil service of the Government. It is 
shameful, and it ought to and wiil disgust 
the country. 
THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 
A Departmental Commission has de­ 
clared the Channel Tunnel defensible, but 
recommends that its opening should be 
carried farther inland, so as to render its 
protection easier. This view is more in 
accordance with commonsense than the 
panicky expressions which have been given 
forth of late of so many eminent persons 
who ought to have known better. The 
idea that 2,000 French troops could hold 
the English end of the tunnel against all 
England long enough to allow 20,000 men 
to pass over, and that these 22,000 could 
continue to hold it as long as they liked, 
seems the extravagance of apprehension. 
For if England could be invaded and con­ 
quered as easily as that, no Channel Tun­ 
nel would be required for the undertaking. 
We have no doubt that the tunnel can be 
defended in such a way as to be impreg­ 
nable.

Alexander von Humboldt and Gay-Lussac 
once, being in Paris, needed a large num­ 
ber of glass tubes, and devised the plan 
of sending to Germany for them, where 
they were cheaper than in France, and 
evading the French tariff, which was h gh, 
by having the tubes closed at each end 
and labeled “ German A ir.” The story 
is a good one, but if Humboldt was 
the hero of it the fact only showB 
how history repeats itself, for the very 
same anecdote is told with Voltaire as the 
hero, and it is scarcely necessary to add 
tha^ Voltaire preceded Humboldt in point 
of time by several years. Aocording to 
the story the device was resorted to by 
Voltaire while he was absorbed in philo­ 
sophical experiment? during his residence 
at Cirey.

Khedive, desirous of the maintenance of 
order and tracquillity in the country, has 
acceded to their prayer by reinstating Arabi 
Bey.” The statement declares that the situ­ 
ation is unchanged, and that before he was 
restored to power Arabi Bey gave an assur­ 
ance to the diplomatic agents of Germany, 
Austria, Italy and Ruasia, who declared that 
they held him responsible for the public secu­ 
rity. The President of the Council and other 
Ministers have not yet been appointed. The 
Khedive has received a telegram from the 
Grand Vizier at Stamboul announcing the 
immediate departure for Egypt of a Turkish 
Commission. 
VIEWS OF THE LONDON “ TIMES.” 
L ondon, May 28th.—The Ti-ma, in a 
leader, says: 
“ The situation in Egypt 
makes it tolerably clear that Turkey is play­ 
ing a double game. Arabi B?y is doubtless 
acting in cjllusion with Turkey. The latter 
has played the game with complete success.”

I. S. Brown, attorney for the petitioner-, 
raised the points th a t the C ourt ha 1 no au­ 
thority to delegate his clerk to issue w arrants 
signed by the Police Judge in blank. 
T hat 
there was nw deposition up- n which a wai- 
ra o t c »uli properly i*?ue. 
T h at under Sec­ 
tion 811 of tn e Penal Code, a w arran t for a 
felony o e u li only be issued upon the w ritten 
depositions of the prosecutor or hii witnesses. 
T n at th e w arrant issued has no date, and is 
th erefo re void. 
T h e C ity A ttorney argued th a t when the 
w arrant had the proper signature of the pre­ 
siding Judge th a t it was hi»-w arrant, and 
th a t it is no abuse of power to have w arrants 
signed in blank in his office to be filled out 
upon proper sworn com plaint in the absence 
of the Ju d g e from his office. 
T h at w arrants 
signed in blank are only used upon the com­ 
plaint» draw n by or under the direction of 
the C ity A ttorney, and properly sworn to 
according to 
law, w hereupon 
the clerk, 
w ho 
is 
authorised 
by 
law 
to adm in­ 
ister oaths, fills o at the Judge's w arrants. 
T h a t in contem plation of U w 
the sworn 
com plaint serves the purpose of a deposition 
u n d er Section 811 if the Penal Cod**, and 
inform s the m agistrate of the fact th at a 
•felony has been com m itted, whereupon the 
-w arrant issue?. 
T h a t it was never intended 
under th a t section of the law to have two 
separate exam inations. 
T h at all the p u r­ 
poses of the law are served when the magis­ 
tra te is sufficiently inform ed th a t a felony 
has been com m itted. 
T h a t the failure of the 
clerk to date the w arran t is a m atter th at can 
be corrected by order of th e Court, and is 
n o ta ground for discharge so long as there is 
a sworn com plaint on file. 
Judge Denson th en said th a t these ques­ 
tions had been before him several tirata be­ 
fore. 
T n at the fact th a t the Judge of the 
Police 
C ourt 
signed w arrants 
in 
b!ank 
was only a m atter of convenience. 
T n a t no 
abuse of th a t course had been brought to his 
notice, 
I hat ^tbe w arran t containing his 
signature is his w arrant, &nd not the act of 
his clerk or any other person. 
T h at the 
clerk is authorized by law to adm inister 
oaths, and th a t ar.y com plaint, deposition or 
affi lavit, sworn ico before the clerk, was and 
is proper, an d m ay b e used to inform the 
m agistrate vyith regard to the m atters therein 
^co n tain ed , * th at the affidavit, deposition or 
« ta t is sim ply to inform the m agistrate 
^ ^ i t k e r a crim e has been com m itted, and 
L«pon th a t he issues his w arrant. The custom 
of having blank com plaint?, which are used 
in place of depositions, is a m atter of con­ 
venience, and cannot be said to prejudice any 
o f the rights of defendants. 
That, it often 
happene, when some person m ay desire to 
have a well-known citizen arrested f >r some 
crim e, th a t the m agistrate m ight w ant more 
th an the affidavit of the com plaint, and Sec­ 
tion 811 of the P enal Code was intended 
to authorize the taking of the depositions of 
th e prosecutor and other witnesses, which the 
m agistrate m ight deem advisable, before he 
-would isBne his w arrant, for th e purpose of 
fully satisfying his m ind th a t a crim e had 
been com m itted. 
There does not appear to 
be any ground for the discharge of petitioners, 
and they are therefore rem anded to the 
custody of the Chief of Police of the city of 
«Sacram ento. 


P o lic e C om m issioners.—On S aturday af­ 
ternoon the Board of Police Commissioners 
m et at the office of the Chief of Police for 
th e purpose of hearing the m atter of the 
charges against policem an J . J . Carroll. The 
charges were preferred by Jam es H . M yers, 
and alleged th a t C arroll, a police officer of 
th is city, w illfully and unlaw fully opened a 
sealed letter not addressed to himself, not be­ 
ing authorized to open the same by the 
■writer of the letter or by tha person to whom 
i t was addressed. 
T he prosecution waa rep­ 
resented by D. E . A lexander, and Grove I,. 
Johnson appeared fur the defeose. 
The 
prosecution proved all the facts alleged. The 
defendant adm itted th a t he opened the letter, 
b u t claim ed th a t M yers had a bad character, 
and th a t he was justified on th a t account. 
Section f»18 of the Penal Code of this State 
is as follows : " E very person who w illfully 
opens, *>r reads, or causes to be read, auy 
sealed letter not addressed to himself, w ithout 
being authorized so to do, either by the w riter 
of such letter or by the person to whom it is 
addressed, and every person who w ithout the 
like authority, publishes any of the content? 
of any such letter, knowing the same to have 
baen unlaw fully opened, is guilty of m isde­ 
m eanor.” 
A fter hearing the argum ent the 
Commissioners each separately stated his 
opinion of the case. Judge H enry stated he 
thought tha defendant technically guilty, bu t 
thought he did not intend any wrong. 
C h b f 
K archer stated th a t he did not think there 
waa even a technical guilt. 
The act was 
done, bu t no wrong was intended by the offi­ 
cer, and no one had been injured. 
If th?re 
had been bis vote would have been different. 
H e did not thiok Carroll intended to do 
wrong. 
M ayor Brown did not think Carroll 
w illfully did the act, and thereupon each 
m em ber of the Board voted th a t Carroll was 
not guilty.

A large and atten tiv e audience gathered at 
T urner H all last evening. 
D r. J . L. Y ork 
spoke in his usual radical vein on infidelity 
and its relations to civilization. 
The speaker 
said th a t for centuries the word infidel had 
been applied as a term of opproblum to those 
who dared to step aside from the usual cu r­ 
rent cf religious thought. 
From boyhood he 
had been tau g h t th a t infidels were bad men, 
and not u ntil late in life did he discover the 
fallacy of m easuring hum an character by any 
form of religions belief, and th a t the moral 
life of the world in bu t sm all degree depends 
upon religious beliefs. 
The Brahm in regards 
as infidel all who do not em brace his creed. 
I he B uddhist and Chinese take a sim ilar view. 
The descendants of A braham regard those as 
infidel who do not accept Moses and the 
prophet» as ultimate* 
M oham m edans boldly 
call all infidel who do not eb cu tfcr A llah and 
bow the head tow ards M ecca and call Mo­ 
ham m ed the prophet oí God. 
T he Rom an 
Catholic pronounces all infidel and heretic 
who 
not adm it as tru e the im m aculate 
conception, the infallibility of the Pope, and 
yield unquestioning obedience to bishop and 
priest. 
The P ro testau t C hristians hold all to 
be infidel who deny the plenary inspiration 
of the Bible and the divinity of Christ. 
Thus it has been all over th e world, in all the 
ages of the p a s t; the devotees of every re­ 
ligion have looked upon all others as infidel? 
who do not em brace the faith they hold, and 
do not see the tru th as they see it, and 
worship the same God in the same way they 
w orship him. 
^ I t is claimed th a t God wrote a book, aud it 
is generally adm itted th a t this book is not 
easily understood, and prior te the Reform a­ 
tion the people were no t allowed to read the 
book, and com paratively there was bu t little 
in fi delity in the w orld ; bu t when it was 
placed in the hands of the people and read, 
honest differences as to its origin aud m ean­ 
ing grew u p ; thus unbelief or infidelity was 
born—sim ply a struggle for liberty and truth. 
Religion, like everything else, is the subject 
of evolution ; change and progress is the law 
of the universe. 
W e are standing still in 
nothing. 
The philosophy, art, science and 
religion of five thousand years ago, or of one 
thousand years ago, did no t contain the sum 
total of knowledge of to-day. 
No, the world 
moves, and these religions of the p ast have 
beeu the clothiogof the childhood of our race, 
the stepping-stones to higher tru th , the eye­ 
sight of an age when the eye was dim, and 
adapted to the people who originated them . 
T he religions of the world have grown 
from one parent stem , and so far as m ay be 
known ancient India is the birthplace and 
common m other of 
the religions, morals, 
literature and languages of th e hum an race, 
and w ith C hina alone India com petes for 
priority in civilization and early history. 
The best O riental Fcholars inform us, such as 
Culebroke, S ir W illiam Jones, W ebber, M ax 
M uller and others, th a t this early religion of 
men, 
the 
B rahm in, inspired 
E gyptian, 
H ebrew , G reek nnd R om an civilization, and 
still perm eates the econom y of all European 
laws.

PHENOMENA 
EXPLAINED. 


E d s. R ec o rd-U n io n : 
In your paper of 
this m orning (M ay 27th) occurs th is p ara­ 
graph : “ S trange P henom ena.—E arly risers 
w itnessed a strange sight on last W edneiday 
m orning in th is city. 
I t was th e appearance 
in the east, ju st before th e sun was np, of a 
red colored bow, of the shape usually as­ 
sum ed by rainbows. 
T he question now is, 
w hat caused it ? 
T h u s far no one has an­ 
swered th e question satisfactorily. ’ 
L et me 
say the phenom enon is susceptible of philo­ 
sophical explanation. 
I t was an im perfect 
rainbow . 
True, it was circular in form , as 
all rainbow’s are, and m ust of necessity be. 
B ut it exhibited only one of the colors of the 
prism (the red), while 
ordinary rainbow s 
Been in a direction opposite to the sun exhibit 
seven, more or less perfectly. 
I t was pro­ 
duced by one refraction of light com ing from 
the sun through particles of vapor. 
The 
inner rainbow seen opposite to the sun is pro­ 
duced by two refractions and one reflection 
of the sun’s rays. 
The outer one is produced 
by tw o refractions and two reflections.

A str o n o m ic a l.—To-m orrow night in the 
w estern heavens m ay be observed th e con­ 
junction of the planets M ercury and Venup. 
T he form er w ill follow the snn one hour and 
fort}-two m inutee. 
I t m ay be seen for about 
one hour after sunset. 
T he conjunction wi 1 
occur a t 4 a . m. to-m orrow, b u t the ordinary 
observer will bo unable to detect any change 
in th eir distances this or to-m orrow evenings 
(and even for two days before and two after 
conjunction), when M ercury will be one de­ 
gree aud forty-three m inutes of arc (or three 
and a qu arter diam eters of the sun as a n r it 
of measure) to th e w ent-northwest of Venus. 
M ercury arrives a t its greatest elongation 
tw enty-three and a half degrees west from 
the sun oa the first day of Ju n e a t 8 o’clock 
in the m o rn in g ; bo th a t it m ay be considered 
equally d istant from the sun (for the ordinary 
observer) on the evenings ot M ay 31st and 
Ju n e 1st. 
M ercury precedes Venus, and is a 
little over one diam eter of the sun north of 
her. 
W ith a sm all field tele cope, M ercury 
will appear as a juvenile half-full moon, and 
V enus as a nearly full moon. 
A good opera- 
glass w ill show the p lan eti brilliantly ; and 
it is not unlikely th a t when the planets ap­ 
proach the horizon they will p rfsen t the 
prism atic colors, in vertical spectrum , in ­ 
stead of th e pure, w hite light, on account of 
the decom position of the w hite light by the 
refraction of the prism of air through which 
the rays of light pass.
